El Paso, March 2.—Marion Let- 
cher, American consul at Chihua- 
hua, arrived here on a special train 
today for the purpose of conduct- 
ing the Benton investigation com- 
mission to Chihuahua. When he 
will return was not certain. 

General Carranza Responsible. 

Chihuahua, Mexico, March 2,— 
General Villa said today that the 
orders delaying the Benton inquest 
commission, which was halted at 
Juarez yesterday, were issued by 
General Carranza, who hase deter- 
mined to handle all diplomatic sub- 
jects himself. 

El Paso, Texas, March 2,.—The 
peremptory halting of the Benton in- 
vestigation commission as it was about 
to take a train; the sudden appearance 
in this city today of Marion Letcher, 
American consul at Chihuahua, and 
General Villa’s admission ef his opinion 
that Gustav Bauch, an American, “was 
murdered by his enemies,” today threw 
the refugee colony here into a state of 
excitemnt and anxiety, 

Letcher arrived on a special train 
and at once went into conference with 
Zach, L. Cobb, collector of customs and 
closely identified with Secretary Bryan 
in Texas politics, and with George C. 
Carothers, special agent of the state 
department. 

Telegrams to Washington were dis- 
patched, but their contents were not 
made known here, Members of the 
investigating Commlasion did not_know 
whether they were to proceed to 
Chihuahua, They had only a slight 
hope that such a mission might be pro- 
ductive of evidence as to the manner 
of Benton's death, for belief was 
general that if the body was not in an 
advanced state Of decomposition, it 
probably had been mutilated by quick 
lime or some other chemical, 

Necessitated Investigation. 

Washington, March 2,--That General 
Villa has acknowledged the authority 
of General Carranza as his chief, and 
will not permit the American commis- 
sion to examine the body of William 8, 
Benton until the Washington govern- 
ment consulted Géneral Carranza, was 
the explanation made by President 
Wilson today of the latest phase of the 
Mexican situation. 

The president told callers that the 
desire of the commissioners to get 
further instructions from Washington 
us well as orders from General Villa 
himself has necessitated a postpone- 
ment, but Mr. Wilson’ takes it for 
granted that the commissioners will 
start In a few days. 

Change of Policy. 

Asked whether, In view of the new 
developments, a Change of policy was 
intended by the United States imme- 
diately, the president pointed out that 
u country of the size and power of the 
United tSates could afford to wait just 
as “long as it pleased—that nobody 
doubted its power and nobody doubted 
that Huerta was eventually to retire, 
that there be no hesitation In forming 
the judgment that what the United 
tSates wished to accomplish in Mexico 
would be accomplished, but that those 
people who wer in haste to have things 
done were forgetting what they them- 
relves would have to do, that they 
Would have to contribute brothers and 
sons and sweethearts to do it If they 
wanted something done right away. If 
they wer willing to wait, the president 
indicated, such a step might not be 
necessary, 

The president was demanding radi- 
cal action of some kind or armed in- 


tervention, which he seemed to de- 
plore, 
Had No Enemies. 
Mrs. Patterson, sister of Bauch, as- 


rerted that her brother had no enemies 
in the world. He was a@ locomotive 
engineer and not of a shrewdness of 
character which would recommend him 
to anyone desiring to employ a spy, 
Mre. Patterson said. His statement 
before the alleged court martial that 
le went to Juarez “to get drunk” was 
accepted by Mrs, Patterson as the 
truth. 
Victim of Assassin. 

General Villa expresed the belief 
that Gustav Bauch, who was arrested 
at Juarez as a spy two weeks ago, was 
the vietim of an assassin, occasioned 
ho surprise here, where the German- 
American's sister, Mrs, J. M, Patter- 
ron, and others interested in the case, 
have been resigned to the conclusion 
that Bauch was slain at Juarez a week 
igo last Friday. They do not accept 
the personal enemy theory, however.

As Governor General of Can- 
ada From 1898 to 1904 
Was Very Popular, 


IN REIL REBELLION HE 
DISTINGUISHED HIMSELF 


Described by Troops as a 
Kind and Gallant Officer

Minto died at 4 o'clock yesterday morn-

Lord Minto was governor general of 
Canada from 1888 to 1904, and both he 
and Lady Minto were as popular with

the South of Scotland volunteer bri- 
gade. He was for a short time in Paris 
during the communist rising In 1871 
and three years later acted as a cor- 
respondent of the London Morning Post 
during the Carlist rising tn Spain In 
1874. During thy Russo-Turkish war 
he was a military secretary with the 
Turkish army on the Danube when he 
was present at the bombardment of 
Nikopolis an@ the crossings of the 
Danube,

In 1879 he served as a volunteer on 
the staff of Field Marshall Lord Rob- 
erts, durme the Afghan campaign, In 
1881 he accompanied Lord Roberts to 
South Africa ay his private secretary. 

Whes the Egyptian war broke out In 
1852, Lord Melgund was appointed a 
captain In the mounted tnfantry, was 
wounded at the action of Mafgar, and 
afterwards commanded the Mounted 
infantry in Cairo, for which he was 
mentioned in despatches and thanked 
in general orders, 

When the Marquis of Lansdowne was 
appointed governor-general of Can- 
ada in 1888 Lord Melgund accepted the 
position In which he won many friends 
Jn the Dominion, that of military sec- 
retary. This friendship was accentu- 
ated by the action of Lord Melgund 
when the Reil rebellion broke out. At 
onee he gave up his duties at Rideau 
hall and became chief of staff to 
Lieutenant General Sir Fred Middleton 
m which capacity he did good service 
and endeared himself to all the Can- 
adian military with whom he came in 
contact.

His ten-year-old son found him there 
half an hour later and when he told his 
erandfather what he had seen they de- 
cided to barricade the doors, Vernett 
broke in, however, but did not attack 
them 

Instead he went upstairs where the 
lthree children were sleeping.

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OIL EXPERT SENT 
HERE BY GERMANS 


Nervous System Received 
Peculiar Qualities Through 
Injection of of Camphor, 


GIVES DEMONSTRATION OF 
POWERS IN HOTEL ROOMS 


Been in Northern Alberta But 
Maintains Utmost Secrecy 
Regarding Discoveries, 


In 1990 9 German lay dying on the 
disease-infected deserts of darkest 
Africa. He had caught the virulent 
black fever and had gradually grown 
worse until his life was despaired of. 


In fact, he did actually cease to 
breathe and it was thought he had 
died, when an injection of camphor 


wus made into the arteries next to his 
heart. The man was Otto Edlar von 
Graeve, who is now in this city, regis- 
tered at the Cecil hotel, 

That injection not only saved his 
life, but gave him one of the most rare 
; qualities. that human being ever had. 


It seems that some of the camphor 
| Was injected into the nervous center 
j ne ar the heart, and that it changed 


Herr von Graeve's nervous system, He 
is now susceptible to radio-activity— 
to the alpha, beta and gamma rays 
discovered by Hertz, the famous scien- 
tist, 

Scientists who have made a special 
study of the matter say that there {ts 
a continuous current of these alpha, 
beta) and gamma rays—radio-active 
waves—flowing up to the surface of 
the earth from underground, Where 
there is water, ofl, silver or other min- 
eral under the surface the flow up- 
wards is very much disturbed, Either 
It is stopped entirely or the waves are 
swung out of their course. 

Herr von Graeve, being susceptible 
to these rays, can detect water, oil, 
gold, silver and other minerals, even 
radium, underground, He has 17 
divining rods, which are affected by the 
presence underneath, and the absence 
of the rays, of any minerals, oll or 
| water, 

Ile has come to America to 
minerals and oils for a Germea organ- 
ization. He is keeping his whereabouts 
and his purposes very secret. So far 
at only three cities have even news- 
paper reporters got in touch with him 
—one in New York, one in Montreal, 
and the Edmonton Capital. Along 
with two German friends he has just 
returned from the country north of 
Kdmonton, where he has been looking 
for minerals and oil, A Capital re- 
porter interviewed the famous expert 
at the Cecil hotel last night, but he 
was obstinate, he would not tell any 
thing about where he had been or what 
he had found, but his manner indicated 
that he had found something worth 
while, He Is going back to Europe to 
tell the financiers whom he represents 
about what he has found in Alberta, 
but he will tell nobody else. 

Herr von Graeve made a demonstra- 
tion in front of the Capital reporter of 


discover 


his skill with one of his divining rods, 
three of which he has taken to 
America with him, He did this, he 
said, to show that there was nothing 
insincere about ft. 
He placed around his stomach a 
leather belt, wadded in front with two 
inches of heavy felt, which he explain- 
ed was to protect his stomach when 
the divining rod struck, He then held 
the divining rod, an ordinary iron rod, 
tightly at one end with his left hand, 
while the-other end lay loosely in the 
fingers of his right hand. 
Then he advanced toward the win- 
dow of one of the rooms in his suite, 
facing Jasper avenue, in the Cecil, and 
immediately the middle of the rod 
which is curved, bent back, as if 
nothing could hold it. This indicated 
something directly underneath the 
room, Asked what it was Herr yon 
Graeve said it was water, flowing north 
and south, Then he went Into the other 
room of the suite and as the rod did 
not act similarly, he concluded that the 
stream of water was directiy under the 
first room, but not under the second, 
So that he would fully understand 
that the “dope” was right, the reporte 
tried it himself, but the rod did not act 
in the same manner at all, However, 
when the reporter took hold of one side 
of the rod, the expert the other, and 
they joined hands, the rod came back 
when they advanced forward as if some 
irresistible power pulled it| back . 
Herr von Graeve then placed a gold 
coin on the table and advanced toward 
it with his rod. As the rod came to a 
point above the coin, it came down to 
the table with such force that a dent 
was made in the board of the table, 
as if it had been made with a hammer, 


With this rod, he can detect the 
presence underground of any water, 
oil or mineral, and with another alu- 


minum rod, which he earries with him, 
he can tell the depth at which it lies. 

Herr von Graeve has been in the 
north for the past three weeks, and 
leaves for the east today ortomorrow.

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MIGHT*HAVE RETIRED 
WITH GREATER TACT ; 

The retiring street railway superintendent gives as his 
reason for retiring that he does not approve of the agreement 
entered into by the city with the street railway employees. 

Considering that the council. has refrained from making 
any remarks of any kind which could in any way militate 
against the retiring superintendent in any future relations 
which he might have with any other city or company, this 
interview handed by him to the press bears the appearance of 
having been thoughtless, to say the least. : 

The idea which the retiring superintendent intends to 
convey is that the council is compelling an agreement which 
unduly favors the street railway employees at the expense of 
the public interest. This is certainly a very serious charge 
to make, and the retiring superintendent should point out 
wherein the agreement contains this fault; should detail what 
steps he took to overcome it while the agreement was under 
discussion; should show where the present agreement which 
he refuses to sign differs from the agreement of last year which 
he did sign, and should show by comparison with Calgary, 
which is paying a higher scale than Edmonton, how the public 
interest is ignored. 

Any statement by him which does not point these things 
out—or failure on his part to do so now—places him in the 
light of being prepared to say things against the council for 
the mere purpose of injuring them in the public eye, and 
constitutes an invitation to the council to open his own case up 
for public discussion. 

In any such discussion it is altogether unlikely that the 
retiring superintendent would come out nearly as well as the 
council was permitting him to emerge from the situation of 
management of a system which under his control has shown 
a consistent record of deficits and inadequate service. Were 
ihe council prepared to burden the public with details which 
it evidently considered superfluous under the circumstances, 
it might have dug into the records to produce figures which 
do not reflect very highly on the management which the 
system has been receiving. 

For instance, it could be shown from the railway statistics 
of the dominion of Canada for 1913 that the cost of superin- 
tendence and office of the Edmonton system, with its 31 
miles of track, was $34,597, while the same item cost the 
Calgary system, with 61 miles of track, just $16,061. 

As this is an item which is at all times entirely within 
the control of the superintendent and, in fact, relates to his 
own personal employment, it scarcely seems consistent for 
him to attack the council for making an agreement which 
adds not a dollar to the wages paid the men while at the same 
time the expense of superintendence by the man who is doing 
the kicking is four times as great per mile as that of our 
nearest neighbor. 

And this is without opening-up the personal question at 
all, or digging into reports of any character, which the council 
might have done, had it felt inclined, and from which the 
retiring superintendent might not have emerged scathless. 

All things considered, it looks as though the retiring 
supersitendent inight have retired with much greater tact than 
was evidenced in his newspaper interviews. 

THE BYLAW TO RAISE 
A WORKING CAPITAL 

The proposal to raise two million dollars working capital 
for the purpose of carrying on civic works should not become 
clouded in the minds of the ratepayers. 

The proposal is not to assume an additional debt, but to 
raise an amount whcih will make temporary borrowing un- 
necessary, 

All will remember that at the time Mayor Short changed 
the system of assessment he did so because he insisted that the 
money tor the work should actually be in the bank before the 
work was commenced.

TODAY'S BIRTHDAY 
PARTY 


Dr. Carl, Greatest American 
Organist, Forty-nine Today. 

Dr. William Crane Carl, most cele- 
brated and perhaps the greatest of 
American organists, was born in 
Bloomfield, N. J., forty-nine years ago 
today. A musical genius, Dr. Carl is 
also a red-blooded man, and he has 
given concerts in many odd corners of 
the world, including China, Siam and 
Alaska. When the Klondike rush was 
at its height, Dr. Carl risked the haz- 
ards of a trip to the frozen north in 


;order to conduct a series of recitals at 


Dawson City. He was the first concert 
organist to play as far north, and pro- 
bably no other musician ever recelved 
such enthusiastic applause as was ac- 
corded to Dr. Carl by the miners and 
adventurers of the gold country. 

Dr. Carl's aptitude for music was 
manifested early in life, and after sey- 
eral years of study in New York he 
was sent to Paris, where his musical 
education was completed under the 
great Alexander Guilmant. Upon re- 
turning to America, he became organist 
of the Old First Presbyterian church 
in New York. His first recognition as 
a@ great organist was gained by his work 
of introducing in America the master- 
pieces of French composers of organ 
music, Dr, Carl has been the recipient 
of the highest honors within the gift 
of the French government, having been 
made an officer de I'Instruction Publi- 
que, and later a member of the “Aca- 
demic.” He has made many concert 
tours of the United States, Canada and 
Europe, and has also paid several visits 
to China, Papan and other Oriental 
countries, to make a study of their 
music, 


The Earl of Donoughmore, who was 
born 39 years ago today, has long been 
known as one of the ablest of the 
younger members of the house of lords. 
The first peerage of his family was 
conferred on a woman, but the first of 
his ancestors to attain wide fame was 
John Hely-Hutchinson, who was a 
member of the Irish Parliament for 
Cork {n 1761 and who wrote a celebrat- 
ed book on “Free Trade." The barony 
of Donoughmore was created in 1783 
and the earldom in 1800. The present 
Lord Donoughmore has been aide-de- 
camp to the governor of Hong Kong, 
under secretary of state for war, and 
chairman of the committee of privileges 
of the house of lords. He married an 
American girl, Elona, daughter of M, P, 
Grace of New York, one of the three 
beautiful girls who were famous on 
both sides of the Atlantic as “the three 
Graces.” 


Edwin Milton Royle, the playwright, 
was born in Missouri, at Lexington, 52 
years ago today, His education ad- 
vantages were limited to a course at 
the Salt Lake City collegiate institute, 
four years at Princeton university with 
the degree of A.B, a post-graduate 
course at the University of Edinburgh, 
Scotland, and the law couse at Colum- 
bia university, New York. Aside from 
that, he was entirely self-educated. The 
profession of the law did not appeal to 
him, and he went on the stage. At the 
age of 30 he married Selena Fetter, an 
actress, and wrote a play entitled 
“Friends,” in which they starred joint- 
ly for several seasons with great suc- 
cess, This was followed by “Captain 
Impudence.” In 1805 he wrote “The 
Squaw Man" for William Faversham. 
“Marrying Mary" with Marie Cahill in 
the chief role, lasted three seasons. 
“The Struggle Everlasting,” a modern 
morality play; “These Are My People,” 
and “The Unwritten Law" are among 
the numerous dramas 
which have since came from Mr. Royle’s

TODAY WE CELEBRATE 


Novel Plan for Honoring 
Memory of Wesley Today. 
John Wesley, founder of Methodism, 
died 123-years ago today, and many 
Methodist pastors throughout the 
world will honor his memory by stop- 
ping their church clocks for ten min- 


utes today. This novel plan for an 
annual commemoration originated with 
the minister of an Illinois church, and 
has been taken up by Methodist cler- 
gymen in several countries, although 
the custom is still far from being gen- 
eral. 

Today, 123 years after his death, 
John Wesley has a following estimated 
at tweney millions, more (han a third 
of them being in the United States and 
Canada, There have been many divi- 
sions in Methodism since the death of 
its founder, and in the United States 
alone there are now not less than six- 
teen branches of the denomination, 
The principal divisions are the north- 
ern and.southern branches of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, which 
have remained. distinct organizations 
since disrupted by the civil war. Col- 
ored Methodists have divided into 
three factions, and derive their spirit- 
ual sustenance from fountains labelled 
respectively, African Methodist Epis- 
copal, African Union Methodist Pro- 
testant and African Methodist Episco- 
pal Zion. White American Methodists 
travel the road to heaven under ban- 
ners inscribed Methodist. Kpiscopal, 
Methodist Protestant, Wesleyan Meth- 
odist, Congregational Methodist, New 
Congregational Methodist,’Zion Union 
Apestelio, Primitive Methodist, Free 
Methodist, Reformed Methodist Union, 
Episcopal and Independent Methodist. 

British Methodists have not found 
s0 many points of divergence, although 
there have been several secessions 
from the original Wesleyan connection.

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TODAY IN DOMINION 


HISTORY 


Eighty years ago today Quebec was 
wildly excited over the passage by the 
assembly of the famous $2 resolutions 
which were 62 denunciations of British 
government and as many appeals for its 
overthrow and the establishment of a 
French-Canadian republic, The streets 
of the ancient capital were filled with 
clamorous and enthusiastic people, 
wildly discussing the resolutions which 
were, in effect, a declaration of war 
against the monarchical system in gen- 
eral and British rule in particular, That 
fiery orator and hero of the moment, 
Louls Joseph Papineau, was the inspir- 
er of the resolutions. Becoming speak- 
er of the assembly in 1820, he had used 
all the power of his position and all 
the magic of his magnetic personality 
and silver tongue to arouse the pas- 
sions and prejudices of the French and 
to bring the members of the assembly 
to the point where they would join 
with him in the movement fcr the over- 
throw of what he denounced as “‘Brit- 
ish tyranny.” The resolutions accused 
the British governors of every known 
variety of fraud, corruption and tyran- 
ny; demanded immediate and absolute 
control of all lands and revenue, and, 
in effect, asked that the province, with 
its governmental machinery, its com- 
merce and its moneys, be turned over to 
them. When this remarkable set of re- 
solutions reached England, Lord Gos- 
ford was sent to Quebec as governor 
and head of a commission of inquiry. 
The report of this commission was 
academic rather than practical, and 
Lord Gosford, finally awakening to the 


seriousness of the situation, found that 


his proclamation of 1887, warning the 
French-Canadians against 
the dangers of treason and sedition, fell 
on deaf ears. The rebellion was inevi- 
table, and that it was short and easily 
suppressed was due largely to the 
Roman Catholie clergy, whose persuas- 
ions kept a majority of French-Cana- 
dians from joining the insurrection. 


FIRST THINGS 


Oil Upon Waters. 

The first experiment on a large scale 
of smoothing water by means of oil 
was made at Peterhead, England, by 
Mr. Shields’ thirty-two yeurs ago to- 
day. A force pump with 1,200 feet of 
lead and iron pipe was used to throw 
the oll upon the waves at the harbor's 
mouth, Although the sea was running 
high it became smooth asc soon as the 
ofl pump began to “pour ot] upon the 
troubled waters.”". On many occasions 
since then vessels in danger at sea 
have used of] to smooth the waves with 
great success, The most recent exam- 
ple of the efficacy of of] in stililng the 
billows was afforded when the Uranian 
liner Volturno burned in mid-ocean 
last October. When the rescue ships, 
summoned by wireless, arrived at the 
scene of disaster, the waves were so 
high that it was impossible to ap- 
proach the burning vessel, The ar- 
rival of a tank steamer, which turned 
a flood of oil upon the sea, made the 
work of rescue comparatively easy, for 
the billows, which had been mountain- 
ous, Were reduced to mere ripples.
